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THERE could soon be a new sys¬ 
tem for voicing your opinions on 
the town’s policing - and it might 
be run by a 16 -year-old. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie of Haverhill 
Police is finding new ways to 
engage with the public, and is visit¬ 
ing Samuel Ward Academy to talk 
to media students. 

He is hoping that the students will 
be able to suggest ways the police 
could use social media. In the long 
run, he hopes to find a student who 
could run an online engagement 
facility. 

Insp Ferrie said: “I have reached 
out to Samuel Ward and I am going 
to be invited to one of their media 
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classes. I am going to have a sit- 
down with them and find out what 
are the most effective methods of 
social engagement that the police 
could use. If you are 16 or 17 you 
know about a whole range of things 
other than Facebook and Twitter. 

“The eventual aim is to get two or 
three people from that class to run 
a digital engagement thing for the 
Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT). 
I am hopeful that there’s somebody 
sitting there in that media class 
who could do that for us.” 

Jo Ager, careers leader at Samuel 


Ward, is hoping to organise the 
event before the end of the school 
term. She said: “I’m sure the stu¬ 
dents will be happy to be involved.” 

Insp Ferrie, pictured, will also be 
meeting with a “steering group” of 
councillors and residents to come 
up with ideas for policing in 
Haverhill. It will include represent¬ 
atives of the public, councillors, 
and potentially the town clerk, 

Town councillor Pat Hanlon, one 
of the councillors involved in the 
group, said: “If someone comes to 
me then I will certainly bring their 
problem up with the police. That’s 
what I want people to do. 

“We have had a few shed break- 


ins in Dovehouse Road and I have 
been asking to have patrols round.” 

Insp Ferrie said: “We are meeting 
up with our steering group in the 
first week of July. By then I will have 
met up with the students. We are 
hopefully going to get a meeting 
back up and running again.” 

The town’s Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) priority-setting meet¬ 
ings were scrapped in March, and 
since then there has been no public 
forum for residents to discuss 
policing. 

Insp Ferrie, said: “We have to do 
something to reach out to the peo¬ 
ple of Haverhill. It’s just working 
out what that something is.”

Breeding like tapirs as zoo celebrates new arrivals

ZOOKEEPERS have been getting used 
to the patter of tiny feet - and the 
flutter of tiny wings - as a host of new 
baby animals are born. 

At Linton Zoo, spring has seen the 
births of baby animals including 
tortoises and owlets. 

A rare Brazilian tapir calf was bom 
on April 11. He was named Tulio and 
spends his time playing hide and seek 
with parents Tiana and Thiago. 

Three baby Indian star tortoises 
arrived over the winter. The species is 
highly prized by collectors, and the 


parents of the young tortoises were 
babies themselves when they were 
seized at customs and brought to the 
zoo. 

New arrivals at the zoo are also 
taking to the skies, with several baby 
owls - known as owlets - being bom. 

Thor and Loki are the names of a 
pair of Turkmenian eagle owlets 
hatched this breeding season. 

More recently, four great grey owlets 
were born at the zoo, as well as red¬ 
necked wallaby and red kangaroo 
joeys. 


Raising awareness 
of heart problems 


A 20-YEAR-OLD who was diagnosed 
with a rare heart syndrome last year 
is raising awareness about his condi¬ 
tion. 

Dale Hodson, who lives in Ufford 
Place, Haverhill, was diagnosed with 
Wolff Parkinson White Syndrome 
earlier this year. 

The condition means his 
heart sometimes beats 
abnormally fast. He said: “I 
will be sitting on the sofa 
and suddenly I feel like I’ve 
run a marathon. If it gets 
too high I could potentially 
go into cardiac arrest. I got 
taken into hospital recently 
because my heart mimicked 
the symptoms of a heart 
attack.” 

Dale, pictured, has been fund¬ 
raising for Heart Research UK since 
his diagnosis. On Sunday he took part 
in the Subway Helping Hearts 5k, a 
fun run held on Cambridge’s Jesus

Green to raise money for Heart 
Research UK. 

The obstacles in the fun run includ¬ 
ed a giant loaf of bread and a meat- 
ball pit. 

Dale said: “It was absolutely 
fantastic. I’m still aching, just 
from walking around and 
going upstairs. I really 
enjoyed myself.” 

He enjoyed himself so 
much, in fact, that he is 
planning on travelling with 
the 5k to different locations 
in the country, to take part in 
it over and over again. 

He said: “It will be worth it. I 
love charity work. I get a really 
big buzz out of it.” 

On top of this, he volunteers to help 
children with additional needs, and is 
going to Nepal next year, helping teach 


children to read and write. 

Before he was diagnosed with Wolff 
Parkinson White, Dale also enjoyed 
seeking thrills for good causes, includ¬ 
ing taking part in a charity skydive. 

He said: “I was quite an energetic 
person. It’s a shame that I can’t do that 
any more.” 

However, soon he could be back in 
action as he is undergoing surgery at 
Papworth Hospital later this year to 
correct the problems with his heart. 

But that won’t stop him trying to 
raise awareness and funds to help 
people with the condition. 

He said: “At the moment I’m trying to 
take part in as many charitable events 
for Heart Research UK as possible. By 
participating, it will make more peo¬ 
ple aware. Wolff Parkinson White isn’t 
a well-known condition.” 

He hopes to take part in a Heart 
Research UK Three Peaks Challenge 
in Yorkshire this weekend.

New rules see 
spike in crime 


CRIME figures are up in 
Haverhill - due to a change 
in recording guidelines. 

The number of crimes of 
any sort recorded in Haverhill 
between April 1 and June 7 
this year was 462. This is a 
substantial increase on the 
three-year average of 336. 

The police detection rate in 
Haverhill has also fallen 
about 10 per cent to 26 per 
cent. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie of 
Haverhill Police said that one 
of the explanations for the 
change was alterations in the 
National Crime Recording 
Standards, the guidelines for 
police on when to record. 

Insp Ferrie said: “An awful 
lot of things which previously 
we would not have counted as 
crimes are now counted. Our 
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figures are likely to seem a lot 
higher. 

“At a primary school, we had 
one child pushing over 
another child, and the other 
child pushed back. We had to 
stick it on as two crimes. We 
are never going to investigate 
those crimes, as the children 
are both under 10. That 
explains why we are getting 
so many crimes and why our 
detection rate is so low.” 

There were 107 crimes 
classed as “violence against a 
person” between April and 
June, up from a three-year 
average of 61. 

Another example given by 
Insp Ferrie was sexual crimes, 
which have risen from 4 to 16. 


He said part of this change 
was due to “sexting” - send¬ 
ing explicit pictures 
between young people now 
being classed as a crime. 

Some types of crime have 
decreased in spite of the 
changes in recording guide¬ 
lines. 

Anti-social behaviour is 
down to 170 incidents from a 
three-year average of 219, and 
vehicle crime is down to 29 
from an average of 38. There 
have been no robberies at all 
from April 1 to June 7, and the 
expected number was two. 

Other crimes to have 
increased include domestic 
burglary - up to 15 crimes 
from 10 - and shoplifting, 
which has been recorded 51 
times, up from an average of 
38.

A PLANNED seven-week road clo¬

Other plans to deal with the dis¬ 
ruption include a revised bus time¬ 
table and temporary signs to warn 
HGV drivers about the closure. 

National Grid managers have put 
forward these amended plans to 
county councillor for Clare, Mary 
Evans, and St Edmundsbury bor¬ 
ough councillor for Clare, Alaric 
Pugh, as well as council officers. 

Andrew Stone, National Grid 
operations interface manager, said: 


“We have listened very carefully to 
the concerns raised by residents 
and businesses at the public meet¬ 
ing on June 2. 

“We are working closely with the 
local authorities and elected repre¬ 
sentatives to ensure we minimise 
the disruption to local people, 
while carrying out this essential 
work safely.”

The teenagers each received 
a certificate at the event to 
mark the end of their first 12 
weeks as cadets. Over this 
time, they have been learning 
basics about working in the 
emergency services, such as 
standing in formation and 
how police work with pocket 
notebooks. 

They will now go on to work 
towards more specific quali¬ 
fications such as the Duke of 


Edinburgh Bronze Award and 
a Level 2 BTec in Public 
Services. They will also be 
helping the emergency ser¬ 
vices out in their work at 
community events. 

The certificates were pre¬ 
sented by Mayor of Haverhill 
Betty McLatchy. 

She said: “It’s a privilege to 
be among the people who will 
be responsible for the safety 
and wellbeing of the future of 
Haverhill.” 

The cadets were dressed in 
smart police and fire uni¬ 
forms purchased using 
money from the locality fund 
of former county councillor 
Ann Gower. 

Haverhill dad Steve Gavin, 
whose son Liam was taking 
part in the parade, said: 
“Since they got the uniform, 
that’s it. It’s all real. I’ve 
noticed his confidence 
improve. 

“He’s coming home bub¬ 
bling. They make it fun. He 
looks forward to getting 
there.”

This issue is not just 
about a few trees.... 

HAVERHILL Chamber of 
Commerce, seeking to re-instate 
an un-necessary road between the 
proposed Wilsey Park Estate and 
Coupals Road, saw the pixels but 
missed the bigger picture. 

Having a site meeting and 
concluding “it’s just the removal of 
a few trees, and it won’t affect the 
Country Park” illustrates it’s not 
only what you see when you put 
something under a microscope, 
it’s what you don’t see that is 
important. 

The chamber did not see that the 
linking of the Railway walk, with 
East Town Park, the linking of East 
Town Park with the Country Park, 
and the linking of the Country 
Park with the Great Wood, 
through the parkland corridor, is 
of great value to the people of 
Haverhill. They did not see that a 
pointless road would cut those 
links. 

They did not see the destruction 
of a green lane, which we sought 
to preserve as an asset of 
community value. 

They did not see that a road 
through an area designated as a 
local wildlife site would further 
reduce Haverhill’s acknowledged 
13-hectare shortfall of nature 
reserves, against English Nature’s 
accessible green model. 

They did not see that the linking 
footpaths with East Town Park 
would be severed by the road. 

They did not see that “only a few 
trees” was an integral part of a 
larger shelter belt, and wildlife 
corridor. 

The chamber did not make a 
case for the road to the planning 
inspector at the public enquiry, 
when he specifically tabled the 
question as to whether such a road 
was necessary. Why did they not 
bring any evidence forward to be 
tested? 

Was it because the county 
council’s AECOM study of traffic 
flows showed only 7.1% of traffic 
flows from the new estate would 
be in the road’s south-easterly 
direction, with the vast majority of 
this percentage using the 
Chalkstone way exit from the 
estate? There are no supermarkets, 
schools, doctors or hospitals in 
that direction. The only 
households who might find their 
route shortened by this road are 
those in the smaller phase 3 of the 
new estate, and if they are going to 
work in Haverhill they will come 
back to Chalkstone Way at the 
junction with Coupals Road (only 
360 yards shorter from phase 3’s 
mid-point, or less than a minute’s 
travel by car at 20mph). Hardly 
excessive travel time, as the 
chamber claims! 


Come on Chamber, is that really 
worth the cost of a new road, 
which you are looking for the 
developers to fund? Perhaps if the 
Chamber were to look at funding 
the road themselves, and did the 
cost/benefit analysis they would 
soon come to the conclusion that 
the road was not necessary. 

The chamber also did not see the 
wider picture, that the Country 
Park linking with East Town Park 
and preservation of tree belts is an 
issue for all Haverhill people. They 
are incorrect in saying it is limited 
to the residents of the Roman Way 
area. They are only a small 
minority of the 350 people whose 
views I am representing.

Even Sarah Howard from 
One Haverhill agrees with the 
demolition and is quoted as saying

destruction of our old buildings is 
good news for our town. 

The residents of Ladygate made 
strong representations why they 
objected to Havebury’s plans to 
demolish their garages and 
replace them with flats, not 
NIMBYism but perfectly sound 
and valid reasons why the flats 
should not be built, yet the plans 
have been approved. The residents 
were not listened to, they were 
ignored. I expect that the residents 
of Parkside, who also objected to 
Havebury’s plans, will find that 
their garages will be replaced with 
flats next year. 

We can shout it from the rooftops 
that we need the appropriate 
infrastructure before any more 
housing is built. Yell through giant 
megaphones that our remaining 
heritage shouldn’t be demolished 
or left to fall apart. Demonstrate 
on the streets that we need a 
youth centre for our young people, 
and let’s not mention a cottage 
hospital, an upgrade to the A1307, 
a railway or any of the amenties 
which a town with a population of 
30,000 needs, because ultimately, 
we will we only get what St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
and Suffolk County Council say 
we can have, and they don’t listen 
to us, our views are ignored. 


That’s why all the ‘visions’ for 
our town, which we’re paying for, 
will prove to be nothing but one 
big mirage.

review 

The Casebook of Sherlock Holmes, East Town Park, 
Friday June 12 
By Chris James 


THERE is a fine tradition of outdoor theatre in 
Haverhill’s East Town Park, but Chapterhouse Theatre 
Company’s production of The Casebook of Sherlock 
Holmes was a particularly stylish treat. Tightly 
constructed with stylish, snappy dialogue, this was 
close to the spirit of the original. 

The soundtrack of twittering birds made for an 
especially evocative setting. 

Holmes and Watson are summoned to a nunnery to 
investigate the mysterious Eye of God, an ancient 
talisman that has been protected within the nunnery 
for centuries. Holmes was acted with some aplomb, 
both masterful and eccentric, capturing his infuriating 
brilliance. Watson was equally good, unusually robust, 
and a little less deferential than in the original stories. 

Both actors were magnificent speakers. The 
supporting cast were excellent too; the formidable 
head of the convent has a wholesome, matronly 
authority. Brother Benjamin (a beekeeper, Holmes 


fans!) had a superb energy and more than held his 
own against the two male leads. 

There was a slight uncertainty of tone. Like the 
books, the play is essentially a melodrama and the 
company resisted the urge to play it too broad. There 
were moments of mild slapstick however, which 
threatened to take it into more comic territory but this 
was by no means a send-up. 

All the usual Holmesian tropes were in place, 
including Sherlock in disguise, the Webley revolver 
and some very natty tailoring: all tweeds and wing 
collars. The smoking was toned down for more 
enlightened times although, amusingly, some herbal 
cigarettes played an unusually important part in the 
plot. 

A light shower during the second half (cue a spray 
of floral umbrellas) only served to add atmosphere to 
this compelling production. Gloriously old-fashioned 
outdoor entertainment for ages 12 to 112. 
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School: ‘We 
need extra 
classrooms’ 


A FREE school is so oversub¬ 
scribed it is applying to put up 
classrooms in the playground - 
less than five years after it opened. 

Stour Valley Community School, 
in the village of Clare, submitted a 
planning application in late May to 
put up temporary classrooms in 
the playground. 

Headteacher Christine Inchley 
said: “We have been oversub¬ 
scribed for the last two years and 
the school is proving far more pop¬ 
ular than we ever expected. 

“This is putting pressure on 
teaching spaces so to avoid turn¬ 
ing any students away we have 
applied for planning permission to 
install four modular classrooms.” 

The school had a published 
admissions capacity of 115 for this 
year's Year 7 intake, but it was 
named as a school of choice on 
more than 200 applications, 
according to the school office. 

The school, which occupies the 
site of a former middle school, had 
just 180 pupils when it opened in 
2011. It is preparing to welcome 
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575 pupils this autumn. 

The planning application states 
that the temporary classrooms are 
needed by September. 

The application will go before 
the St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council development control com¬ 
mittee for approval before the 
classroom buildings can be put up. 

Last year, the council granted 
planning permission to the school 
for a proposed five-classroom 
humanities block. 

Oversubscription is an ongoing 
issue in Haverhill. In April this 
year, as parents applied for prima¬ 
ry school places, the borough 
council sent headteachers in the 
town an email asking if they were 
able to accommodate extra pupils 
to meet demand. 

Across Suffolk this year, 7,892 
pupils applied for just 6,804 Year 7 
school places available in 
September, according to the coun¬ 
ty council.

From Haverhill 
....to Mercury! 


A HAVERHILL company is 
helping to create satellites for 
an international space mis¬ 
sion. 

The BepiColombo mission is 
a joint European Space 
Agency and lapan Aerospace 
Exploration Agency pro¬ 
gramme which will send 
spacecraft to Mercury, the 
closest planet to the sun. 

Keronite, based on 
Haverhill’s Holland Road 
industrial estate, has been 
creating coatings for the 
major flight parts of the mis¬ 
sion’s spacecraft. 

Vice president of Keronite 
Professor Suman Shrestha 
said: “The BepiColombo mis¬ 
sion is scheduled to launch in 
2017, arriving at Mercury in 
2024. 

“When it arrives, it will need 
to endure temperatures in 
excess of 350C, gathering data 
for at least one year, if not two. 
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“The materials involved 
therefore not only need to be 
able to withstand those tem¬ 
peratures themselves but also 
control the operating envi¬ 
ronment for other technolo¬ 
gies on board. This is where 
Keronite comes in.” 

The company’s “white” 
coating emits a lot of heat 
without absorbing much. 

This will help to control the 
temperature of the satellite, 
protecting the flight parts 
and providing the best envi¬ 
ronment for the technology 
onboard. 

The coating will also help to 
protect the spacecraft from 
other things that could dam¬ 
age it, such as corrosion and 
UV radiation. 

Chief executive of Keronite 
Matt Hamblin said the coat¬ 
ing was “truly at the cutting 


edge of space technology.” 

The coatings can be adapted 
for use on the different mate¬ 
rials used to build the space¬ 
craft. 

Prof Shrestha said: “The 
challenge lies in testing as 
each variant of the coating 
needs to be certified in flight 
tests before it can be used for 
programmes such as the 
BepiColombo mission.” 

According to the European 
Space Agency, the aims of the 
BepiColombo mission are to 
investigate the origin of 
Mercury and study the plan¬ 
et’s form and atmosphere. 

The are also hoping to con¬ 
duct a test of Albert Einstein’s 
theory of general relativity. 

The three spacecraft 
involved will carry sophisti¬ 
cated instruments to help 
monitor the planet. These will 
include cameras, spectrome¬ 
ters and particle analysers. 


Bundle launched to help smokers quit 


A NEW kit has been launched to 
give smokers the chance to quit 
by themselves. 

The ‘My Quit Suffolk’ bundle 
includes a manual, wall planner 
and smartphone app. 

The app tells the quitter how 
much money they have saved and 
how many days they have gone 
without smoking. 

The wall planner helps track 


progress, while the self-help 
manual guides the ex-smoker 
through the stages of quitting and 
the health benefits it brings. 

The kit has been created by 
Live Well Suffolk, a service which 
promotes healthy lifestyles in the 
county. 

Steven Lee-Foster, director of 
Live Well Suffolk, said: “We know 
that the way in which people want 


to stop smoking is changing and 
some people feel more 
comfortable quitting on their own. 

“It’s therefore really important 
for us to do everything we can to 
maximise their chances of 
success.”

O N July 4 1957 
the Fiat was 
launched to the 
Italian public. 

Developed by 
legendary engineer 
Dante Giacosa, the Fiat 
500 was designed to be 
as affordable to buy and 
run as possible. It was 
small, not necessarily to 
avoid traffic congestion 
but because metal was 
expensive and the more 
of it that was used, the 
more weight the car 
gained and the more 


performance and fuel 
was needed to propel 
the car along. 

It was this kind of 
pragmatism which led 
to the adoption of a 
full-length canvas roof 
on early models (lighter 
and less expensive to 
produce) and also in 
the interests of costs 
and packaging, a rear- 
mounted, air-cooled, 
two-cylinder 479cc 
engine was chosen. 
Producing just 13bhp, 
the 470kg Fiat 500 


was capable of just 
over 50mph but, more 
importantly, it was 
extremely fuel efficient 
and required only basic 
maintenance. 

At a time when the 
average Italian factory 
worker earned no more 
than 50,000 Lire per 
month the Fiat 500 cost 
490,000 Lire when it 
went on sale, making it 
a considerable financial 
undertaking even with 
Fiat's 20,000 Lire per 
month repayment 


programme. However 
that didn't prevent the 
Fiat 500 being a massive 
sales success, amassing 
more than 3.6 million 
sales over its 18-year life 
cycle. 

The Fiat 500 evolved 
into the Fiat 126, which 
was replaced by the 
FIAT Cinquencento and 
Seicento city cars - all 
brilliantly packaged, 
fun to drive and 
commercially successful 
in their own right - but 
the original 500 never 
disappeared from view. 

It was clear that the 
FIAT 500 had a special 
place in the public's 
hearts and minds, and 
so on July 4 2007 the 
Fiat 500 was reborn - 
true to the philosophy 
of the iconic 1957 car. 
The engine might have 
moved to the front and 
it may have had seven 
airbags and Blue&Me 
connectivity but its 
design was a perfectly- 
executed homage to the 
original car. 

Marketed in 100 
countries and with more 
than 1.5 million sales 
globally (UK sales will 
likely top quarter of a 
million in total by the 
end of the year) the next 
chapter in the Fiat 500 
story is about to begin. 

On July 4, Fiat will 
unveil the new Fiat 
500 for the first time.
